Question Time with Harbin Farr 
(Director of Physical Plant) 


Any new plants/construction/landscaping developments 
over the past year? 

The Educational building just had a renovation to the AC system. 
The main air handling unit was rebuilt, new cooling coils put in, and the 
fan motor size increased to provide more efficient capacity for the building. 
By increasing the motor size by 5 hp and adding more cooling coil sur- 
face area, we were able to eliminate the need for the two other smaller air 
handling units in the same building. This helps us by having less equipment 
to maintain. This means less belts, filters, grease and time. Not to mention 
the power savings by eliminating two additional 15 hp motors that had to 
run all day. We also equipped the newly rebuilt air handler with a variable 
frequency drive. This gives the system the ability to control the speed of 
the motor and slow it down as needed. A typical electric motor on an AC 
system either runs 100% or is off. The amount of air flow is then controlled 
by closing dampers, but your motor is still burning just as much electric- 
ity. The new system will actually send less current to the motor and spin it 
slower when not as much air is required. This greatly reduces power con- 
sumption. The computer lab in room 132 also underwent a renovation. All 
new T-8 lighting fixtures with electronic ballasts were installed to replace 
the older T-12 fixtures. The older fixtures contained ballasts that were filled 
with hazardous materials, and gave off a lot of heat which in turn the AC 
system had to overcome. The new ones consume less energy and give off 
better lighting. If you notice, the ceiling in room 132 is now flat, and has 
more air ducts to provide the increased air flow that is needed in a computer 
lab.

Record Number of Students Attend 


PROBE Fair at WC

A record 915 students from ten area high schools converged on the 
Waycross College (WC) Gymnasium Oct. 1 for the annual PROBE Fair, spon- 
sored by the Georgia Education Articulation Committee, Inc. 

The Fair, which makes an annual stop at WC, gives high school stu- 
dents the opportunity to learn more about the different educational opportuni- 
ties available to them after high school and to speak with representatives from 
each participating institution or organization. 

“We (were) extremely pleased with the turnout for PROBE from both 
the high schools and the colleges (and universities),” said Rob Wingfield, 
director of admissions and records at WC. “The students (could) explore their 
educational options after high school and the admissions representatives were 
(able) to show their program offerings to a large number of potential students. 
I think this year was a big (success) for everyone involved.” 

Beginning each September, which is considered to be the traditional re- 
cruiting season for colleges and universities, the PROBE Fair begins an inten- 
sive two-month tour making visits to multiple locations throughout the state of 
Georgia. By Oct. 31, the last tour date for 2008, the Fair will have visited 62 
sites in 37 days. 

High schools participating in the Waycross College PROBE Fair in- 
cluded Appling County, Appling Christian, Atkinson County, Bacon County, 
Brantley County, Charlton County, Long County, Ware County, Ware Magnet, 
and Wayne County. 

Along with WC, 33 other colleges, universities, and organizations were 
represented at the Fair.

| What is the purpose of BASIC?

| ment and leadership development, with students assuming leadership

- spreading the Gospel message and serving others in our community and 
| the world; 2) Inreach: encouraging and supporting the spiritual lives of
